New Automatic Signal 
Is Now In Operation 


Although autom atic traffic sig ­ 
nals, on the whole, expedite the 
movement of traffic, nevertheless, 
there are som e roads— particularly 
those on 
which 
heavily traveled 
highw ays are intersected by lig h t­ 
ly traveled 
roads— on which the 
autom atic 
signal 
re tard s traffic, 
says a bulletin issued by the Chi­ 
cago M otor Club. 
The difficulty 
of course is th a t if there w ere not 
some signal or if the protection of 
a policeman were not provided it 
would lie extrem ely difficult for ve­ 
hicles and pedestrians to cross the 
main traveled highw ay. 
The bulletin goes on to say th a t 
this difficulty seem s to have been 
solved in the invention of a device 
which in terru p ts th e heavy t r a f ­ 
fic only when necessary. 
A three- 
colored signal light stands a t the 
corner showing green to the m ain 
highway, and 
red to 
the road. 
Close by, on the intersecting toad, 
is a telephone tra n sm itte r attached 
to a post and connected w ith the 
light. The m otorist seeing the red 
slows down and blows his horn as 
lie passes the tran sm itte r, which 
picks up the sound waves. 
The 
waves are transm itted to the sig­ 
nal light, thereby shifting the elec­ 
trical circuit and changing the red 
light through am ber to green, the 
green light through am ber to red.

Court of Honor To Be 
Twice Large As First 


The Great Court of Honor to be 
laid out on the island which is to 
be built in the lake off of Burnham 
Park as the site of most of the 
Chicago World’s Fair Centennial 
Celebration will be twice as wide 
and half again as long as the Court 
of Honor at the 
first Woil'd’ sF 
of Honor at the first World’s Fair. 
This was decided Wednesday dur­ 
ing a conference held by Daniel IL 
Burnham, Secretary of the Cen­ 
tennial; Dr. Allen D. Albert, Assis­ 
tant to President Rufus C. Dawes, 
and Edward H. Bennett, Consult­ 
ing Architect for the Chicago Plan 
Commission and a member of the 
Centennial Architectural Commis­ 
sion. 
The Commission itself meets 
here next Wednesday for the pur­ 
pose of deciding upon the archi­ 
tectural character of th^ buildings 
to bo erected for the Fair. 
The Court of Honor will extend 
from 
Sixteenth to 
Twenty-third 
Street, Mr. Bennet said, in going 
over the ground plan of the Fair 
grounds. Two ornamental bridges, 
from which visitors may obtain un­ 
obstructed view7s of the lagoon be­ 
neath, will lead directly 
to 
the 
Court. 
These will he in addition 
to the regular bridges w7hieh will 
be built from the mainland to the 
island. 
The 
ornamental 
bridges, 
which will be like those along the 
Rialto in Venice, only on a larger 
scale, will he erected at Seventeen­ 
th and Twenty-second streets. 
A great tow7er, which also is to 
be highly ornamental, will be built 
on the Court. 


NEW METHODS IN 
HOUSE BUILDING 
AT STONEGATE 


New Well And Pump 
Is Now On The Job 


A great sigh of relief went up 
this week on the part of the vil­ 
lage officials when the new pump 
could be allowed to pump water 
from the new well direct into tho 
mains and thereby relieve the wa­ 
ter .shortage. 
It is now pumping 
150 gallons a minute. 
The well is 
at times not clour, hut the employes 
are watching it carefully and will 
no doubt he able to keep such wa­ 
ter out of the mains. 


A new method in building is be­ 
ing introduced at Stonegate, the 
new DeLuxe Ruixlivision at Arling­ 
ton Heights. It is called Tri-Ply con­ 
struction and while it is not a new 
thing in the building industry, this 
is the first time that 
ap 
actual 
house has been constructed by such 
a method in this neighborhood. 
The walls of the houses are ac­ 
tually built on the ground and then 
raised and put 
in 
place. 
These 
houses, when completed, are ver­ 
itable fortresses as has been proven 
iii instances where they have been 
an the path of cyclones and are the 
only places left standing. 
Such manner of construction per­ 
mits the erection of stone houses 
at a cost within reach of the ordin­ 
ary home builder. It also has many 
other features, which are mentioned 
in the May 5th issue of the Ameri­ 
can Contractor. 
Vertical units built on the ground 
and raised, have many advantages 
for a house with monolithic walls 
of three materials. 
The 
general 
plan is to build all the walls on the 
floor, and then with a derrick and 
gin poles to raise them to an erect 
position on tho foundations. 
Exca­ 
vating and pouring the foundation 
footing is done in the usual way. 
Insulation Punture Is Emphasized 
A low coefficient of thermal con­ 
ductivity is claimed for these struc­ 
tures, and it is said that in zero 
weather a relative humidity of 68 
per cent can be maintained without 
the slightest sign of condensation 
on the wall«i or ceiling. T ri-Ply lit­ 
erature states that blow torch tests 
show that it takes three hours for 
a torch at 1800 degrees applied on 
the outside wall to even slightly af­ 
fect the mercury on the inside wall 
at a point opposite the blow torch. 
It is said that the statistics of a 
gas company in one section where 
several Carroll Tri-Ply Houses are 
in service show that these houses 
can he heated with gas for less 
money than any other houses in 
the same territory*. A specific case 
of fuel economy is cited in the case 
of an eight room house in Ham­ 
mond, Indiana, which, with a two 
car garage, was heated during the 
winter of 1926-27 with seven and 
one-half tons of soft coal. All rooms 
in the house were kept at an aver­ 
age of 70 degrees, and the garage 
at an average of 50 degrees during 
the entire winter. 
It is claimed by the inventor that 
those 
houses are fireproof and 
soundproof, and that th*1 initial cost 
is low, the maintenance cost neg­ 
ligible, and the house practically in­ 
destructible.

Contractors 
The Carroll organization is not in 
tho building business. 
All Tri-Ply 
Homes are built by general con- 
I tractors with whom an agreement 
’ has been signed. 
A plan depart­ 
ment is maintained, 
and 
certain 


specifications including the manda­ 
tory use of steel joists are insisted 
on in this type of construction. The 
Tri-Ply 
Engineering Corporation 
will assign a supervisor to each job 
so that the completed structure can 
he accorded its guarantee, but the 
contractor uses his own crews and 
buys his materials as usual from 
the supply dealers with whom he is 
accustomed to do business. 
According to Molder, oddities of 
exterior design that require special 
super structure when 
old 
house 
building methods are used can be 
obtained at no added expense due 
to the facilities with which extraor­ 
dinary effects can be incorporated 
in the wall form. 
The local representative of the 
Tri-Ply building .service is Conrad 
Fatland, of Mt. Prospect. Mr. E f ­ 
land is devoting his entire time to 
introducing this new style building 
construction in the Northwest sub­ 
urbs. 
Local contractors are able 
to handle such work.

STATE AID TO 
FAIRS IS NOW 
$520,000.00 


Money Comes From Race Track 
Licenses and C an Be Paid 
Promptly, Stanard States 


Every county fair in Illinois, and 
fill who will compete this year for 
premiums offered 
by the agricul­ 
tural expositions, will be pleased 
to learn of the additional eighty 
thousand dollars appropriated by 
the special session of the state leg­ 
islature last week, for distribution 
by the director of 
agriculture 
to 
fairs participating in state funds. 
Stillman J. Stanard, director of 
agriculture and secretary 
of 
the 
Illinois State Association of Agri­ 
cultural Fairs, explains the nature 
and the necessity of this appropria­ 
tion as follows: 
“Paym ents made to county fairs, 
like other funds administered by 
state officials, must be authorized. 
by appropriation measures passed 
by the legislature. 
The last gen­ 
eral assembly set aside $440,000 as 
aid to county and other agricul­ 
tural fairs of 1027 and 1028. This 
amount and no more would have 
been available for payments to the 
lairs during the two years. 
The 
bill 
just 
passed 
increases 
the 
amount to $520,000. 
Aid to coun­ 
ty and other agricultural fairs, ap­ 
propriated by the regular session 
in 1927, and this added eight thous­ 
and dollars, is payable out of funds 
received as license fees and admis­ 
sion taxes collected from the race 
tracks operating in Illinois. 
The 
amount remaining in that account 
in the state treasury can not be paid 
out until it has been appropriated 
by,the legislature. 
‘ “Last year, the law was changed 
to the effect that county fairs now 
have a greater portion 
of 
their 
premium payments refunded by the 
.state. 
The schedule now effective 
is S5 per cent of the first $1,000 
paid out in premiums, 75 per cent 
of the second thousands, OO per cent 
of the next $2,000 and 55 per cent 
of all premium payments in ex­ 
cess of $4,000. This applies to live­ 
stock, poultry, culinary, agricul­ 
tural and like departments of the 
premium offerings. 
“The county fairs of Illinois, last 
year, anticipated increased funds 
from the state treasury, and in­ 
creased premium offerings accord­ 
ingly. 
As the result, in place of 
drawing half of $410,000 in 1927 
and leaving half for 
1928, 
they 
drew $243,203.92—leaving less than 
$200,00 Of or 1928. 
It is clear that, 
if the legislature had not passed 
this hill, the fairs could not receive 
as much this year as they did in 
1927. 
“As the remainder of the appro­ 
priation would have been too small 
to pay all the 
fairs 
their 
full 
amount, it would have been impos­ 
sible to pay any of them until the 
last fair .had been held and had 
sent in its report, if this measure 
had not been passed. In the abience 
of the funds the legislature added, 
it would have been necessary to ap­

The special election for this pur­
